Centre 

doomed?

What’s cooking over the 
Reid Centre? 

Is it now likely the $20 
million Wharf Street 
development will not be built 
at all, and if so will the 
waterfront site come under 
public ownership? 

The questions were left 
unanswered, but generating 
plenty of speculation, 
following some cryptic 
comments by Mayor Peter 
Pollen during the taping of the 
weekend CBC Hourglass 
program. 

Pollen’s remarks on the 
subject, in reply to questions 
from members of the 
audience, were innocent 
enough and lacking in 
significance if taken strictly 
at face value. 

But to observers of the city 
hall scene, familiar with the 
long-running saga of Van¬ 
couver developer J. A. Reid, 
the mayor’s words were a 
clear indication that 
something is happening 
behind the scenes, and the 
outcome will be known soon. 

Pollen's first statement, 
when asked if any approach 
had been made to the 
provincial government to 
acquire the site for public use, 
was: “I am hopeful the Reid 
Centre will not be built as I 
have maintained for the last 
year; that we will be able to 
work together — Mr. Reid, the 
provincial government and 
the city — to build something 
much more in scale with the 
Old Town area and more in 
sympathy with the aspirations 
of the community.’’ 

The mayor then skipped oh 
to talk about saving heritage 
buildings on Wharf Street, but 
was redirected to the Reid 
Centre by an obviously 
mystified questioner, Monte 
Vanton. 

Admitting he found Pollen's 
remarks “rather confusing," 
Vanton said if Reid was in¬ 
deed sensitive enough to take 
into consideration the 
surrounding period ar¬ 
chitecture on Wharf Street, 
•‘‘why was he not that sensitive 
two years ago" when he un¬ 
veiled his plans for a two- 
tower "iced wedding cake.” 

Pollen’s reply to that only 
deepened the mystery. 
Property acquisitions and 
similar negotiations, he said, 
"have to have a certain cloak 
of secrecy about them." 


Then he added once more: 
“I dor’t believe the Reid 
Centre will be built." 

Pollen, who has taker many 
verbal swings at the developer 
in the past, said he considers 
Reid "a little more sensitive 
than he is given credit for.” 

Finally, feigning relief in a 
joke, Pollen noted he was 
leaving the next day for a 
month’s holiday in New 
Zealand. And more seriously, 
he added the hope that before 
his return "this problem that 
has caused so much un¬ 
necessary emotion will be 
resolved to the benefit of the 
community." 

The TV recording over, 
Pollen declined any further 
comment. But he said enough 
earlier to indicate it is now 
highly improbable Reid will 
begin construction this spring 
— as the developer has been 
promising in recent months. 

If the hotel-apartment 
complex that resembles 
Toronto's city hall has been 
abandoned, what will go up in 
its place? 

Whatever that is, it’s almost 
certain Reid will not be 
proposing to develop it. His 
land-use contract with the 
city, which expires next June, 
doesn't allow even minor 
deviation from the plans 
already approved. 

And Reid is hardly likely to 
contemplate another long and 
stormy confrontation with the 
city in pushing an entirely new 
development concept. 

The most obvious deduction 
is that Reid has scrapped any 
idea of going ahead with his 
development and is now 
trying to dispose of the Wharf 
Street site. 

Unless he has been beset by 
wild philanthropic urges, it's 
safe to assume he wants to sell 
the property rather than hand 
it over gratis to the public Is 
there, then, an offer in the 
works? 

If so, the city can hardly 
consider it seriously without 
relying on help from the 
provincial or federal govern¬ 
ments — or both. 


Weather 

Another storm is expected 
to hit the Victoria area today 
bringing plenty of rain with it, 
along with fresh southeasterly 
winds Temperatures will be 
mild, ranging from the low to 
high 40s 


Victoria’s75 postal workers, 
who between them have been 
working up to 2,500 hours of 
overtime every month, have 
had enough. 

Long hours, they claim are 
wrecking their family life and 
endangering the health and 
welfare of workers. It is un¬ 
necessary to insist on the 
overtime when there are so 
many unemployed people in 
Canada. 

So on Friday, off-duty 
members of the Canadian 
Union of Postal Workers 
mounted pickets outside the 
main office, protesting long 
months of compulsory 
overtime. 


Members of the Letter 
Carriers Union refused to 
cross the picket lines, and 
Victorians, including those 
waiting for social assistance 
and pension cheques, went 
without mail for the day. 

By 2 pm.. Post Office of¬ 
ficials in Vancouver had' 
agreed to* meet with union 
representatives to discuss the 
staffing situation, and the 
pickets were withdrawn. 

Postal Workers spokesman 
Stan Darlington said union 
people worked up to seven 
days a week through 
November and January, and 
have been told they will have 
to put in an additional 10 hours 


next week. 

‘‘I realize a mail hold-up 
causes hardship on people 
waiting for cheques in the 
mail, but our first concern had 
to be for the health and 
welfare of our union mem¬ 
bers," said Darlington. 

He said many inside 
workers concerned in the 
dispute are women with 
families to support. 

“They can’t be expected to 
come to work seven days a 
week, and look after their 
families without their health 
being endangered.” 

Darlington said a recent 
staff survey by the Post Office 
had resulted in a recom¬ 


mendation that seven new 
people should be hired, but the 
only result was a vague 
promise of four extra people 
in April, and some con¬ 
sideration of future action. 

"We want them to im¬ 
plement the recommendation 
of their own people," said 
Darlington. 

He said mail delivery has 
been poor in Victoria for some 
time, and has been blamed on 
winter snow slides and last 
summer’s rail strike. 

"The truth of the matter is 
that there is simply not a large 
enough staff," he said. 

Talks between union and 
management will be held in 


Vancouver this week, said 
Darlington, and the union will 
insist on proper staffing in 
Victoria. 

There was limited mail 
delivery in Victoria Friday 
after the pickets were lifted, 
and Darlington said that on 
Saturday postal workers were 
putting in voluntary overtime 
to try to catch up with some of 
the postal backlog. 

“We know it takes six weeks 
to train someone for our job 
and that we will have to work 
overtime for a while. We just 
want these new people in so 
that the situation does not 
continue indefinitely," he 
•aid. 


The major tract of land, 
referred to as the southern 
land bank area, consists of 
about 3,000 acres bounded 
roughly by Pike Lake in the 
east and the Coldstream 
watershed in the west.

Postal work load earns 
stamp of disapproval 


Large land banks to absorb 
the Capital Region's an¬ 
ticipated population growth 
have been established in the 
Highlands, north of Victoria, 
it has been learned. 

The land banks cover about 
3,950 acres in three separate 
parcels, providing potential 
room for at least 35,000 people. 

A substantial part of the 
acreage has already been 
purchased by the provincial 
government under its land- 
bank program. No detailed 
figures are available. 

Acquisition of the 
remainder is still in limbo. A 
regional board spokesman 
said a third party has an 
option on about 950 acres of 
land which the provincial 
government wants to buy. The 
courts are to decide whether 
the provincial bid overrides 
that option. 

The land banks are being 
established with the 
knowledge of the Capital 
Region Board, but regional 
officials are reluctant to 
comment. 

Regional planner Tony 
Roberts said he would prefer 
to leave the commenting to 
“the third floor," a reference 
to the third floor offices of 
board chairman Jim Camp¬ 
bell. 

Campbell would only say 
that substantial acreage is 
being bought by the provincial 
government in the Highlands 
and refused to disclose 
details. 

“I think it’s in the lower 
thousands, but I can't say that 
for certain," he replied, when 
asked how many acres the 
province has already pur¬ 
chased.

The dream of escape to Paradise 
that so few men will ever achieve 


That gorgeous, hour-long television documentary on 
the Caribbean last week had a predictably depressing 
effect on me that may interest you, the gook Lord willing. 

My companion in front of the magic box happened to 
be a man of 55 who has been my closest friend these past 
20-odd years Some five years ago he'd a heart stab that 
scared the bejabers out of him, was warned by his doctor 
to slow down and began analyzing his life. I have often 
served as a sounding board for his unsystematic self- 
search It happened again when the Caribbean picture 
was over. 

“That beach they showed in Trinidad,” he said over 
coffee "That's where I want to be. old friend. I don't want 
to be here. 1 want to be there. Could be, too, you know. If I 
packed everything up I could scrape together at least 
$ 60 , 000 . I could live down there nicely for three or four 
thousand a year. I mean, I could literally spend the rest of 
my days in that paradise 

“If I keep on the way I am," he went on, “I ll be lucky if 
I reach 65 and, even if I do, I won't have enjoyed it. Do you 
ever feel this way? Do you ever feel trapped? It would be 


so easy I could be on my way in a month or two if I could 
just make up my mind. 

So he niggled on and I thought to myself, old buddy, I 
thought, you ain't gonna go and you know it. You’re going 
to have a nice, quick seizure at 65 and you'll have a swell 
funeral and everyone will agree that you were a fine, 
sensible fellow who never did anything foolish in his life. 

I couldn't resist saying it aloud, since that's the kind of 
friendship we have. He sighed and said he guessed I was 
right. 

I think every man reaches some point in his life, early 
or late, when he has such thoughts, a syndrome par¬ 
ticularly of middle-age expressed in the sentiment, “Stop 
the World, 1 Want to Get Off.” 

Perhaps I hear it more often than most, having written 
such an awful lot of stuff about various Edens of escape 
and. indeed, at this red hot minute there are a dozen or 
more men scattered on various idyllic strands whom I've 
fortified in making or ruining their lives. 

These are rare exceptions. Few men do go, even men of 
considerable wealth who could make it painlessly. 

I once asked Jimmy Durante, who is a millionaire, why 


he kept working almost desperately when, by his own 
admission, there were so many private, personal am¬ 
bitions of sloth and pleasure he craved. “Too many people 
depend upon me,” Durante said. “I can't let them down.” 

This is a genuinely selfless reason, Durante being that 
kind of bird, but usually men volunteer a variety of 
rationalizations. 

All of us. I think, become so oriented to a sense of duty, 
so anxious about the inevitable prospect of being 
dispensable, that the notion of stepping off the carousel of 
our daily lives, voluntarily, becomes as terrifying as the 
fear of being shoved off against our will. 

What we actually contribute may be worthless to 
society and may offer a minimum of satisfaction, or even 
none at all. yet we cling to it as a form of assurance that 
we’re needed. 

The subject came up when I talked recently with Eartha 
Kitt, a woman whose perception is shattering. 

We had discussed a wider field — why meh and women 
do not obey ennobling or rewarding impulses of the heart 
— and Miss Kitt had said, “It is guilt. We would rather be 


miserably unhappy than feel guilt, even when we re in¬ 
nocent." 

I think a lot of men must feel this without really 
isolating it. especially when, in later years, they may 
develop a child-like hunger for a respite from respon¬ 
sibilities. 

This is what my friend really has, you see. It is really 
just a long delayed appetite to live like the Swiss Family 
Kobinson. absolutely carefree and self-sufficient and 
independent of the conventions and the rest Nothing to be 
ashamed of at all. Happens to most men. 

But we live in a civilization that frowns on sloth and 
worships industry, in which we re all pressured into 
marching shoulder to shoulder to a common goal, 
whatever it may be. instead of wandering off to pick 
hibiscus flowers or paddle in a blue lagoon 

So there's guilt, it seems, in any dream of escape and 
men put it aside and wistfully watch images on a 
television screen. Oh, dear, it is all quite sad.

Capital Region Board chairman Jim Campbell wasn’t 
kidding when he predicted forced amalgamation in case of 
continued parochial attitudes among Greater Victoria 
municipal politicians. 

Admittedly, Campbell loves controversy and he doesn’t turn 
down a chance to make political hay for the regional board, but 
it would be naive to take his warning lightly. 

For nearly 10 years, the regional concept has survived 
attacks, criticism and shortcomings. By now it should be clear 
to the most parochial municipal politician that regional boards 
are here to stay — and to grow. 

Municipal Affairs Minister James Lorimer has repeatedly 
stated he is not necessarily for amalgamation but that he has 
never ruled out the possibility. 

Both the provincial government and the regional board are 
determined to provide people with as many services as possible 
in the most efficient way, and any impediment to that aim is 
bound to be countered with drastic measures — such as forced 
amalgamation of two or more municipalities in the case of the 
Capital Regional Board. 

What, if any, are the impediments to regional goals? 
Campbell spelled out some of them last week. He criticized 
Oak Bay and Saanich for not giving a damn about regionalism 
anc’ his criticism was justified. 

Oak Bay Mayor Brian Smith, a very conservative politician, 
both with a small and capital “c”, has made it clear his interest 
is in Oak Bay and Oak Bay alone. 

Under no circumstances, he has said, will he strive for or 
accept growth in Oak Bay. The municipality has all it wants and 
the region doesn't concern him. 

Such an attitude can only be regarded as that of a small¬ 
town politician, and Smith may well be jeopardizing the very 
thing he wants to protect — Oak Bay's autonomy. 

Saanich, unlike Oak Bay, has been trying to attract growth 
at all cost. As Campbell pointed out, the municipality has ex¬ 
tended its sewer services and feels now compelled to get the 
people to use those services and pay for them. 

All this is taking place without regard to the future 
development and growth of the region as a whole. 

But if the Capital Region ever hopes to come to grips with 
tne problem of uncontrolled growth, it needs the support of 
every component municipality and territory. 

If that support is lacking, the provincial government can be 
expected to take steps to rectify the situation. In the final 
analysis, that can only lead to the creation of a stronger and 
very powerful regional government at the expense of municipal 
autonomy. 

Amalgamation, the fear of Oak Bay and Saanich, will be the 
only alternative.

Mean windspeed was 14.7 
miles an hour which is 2.6 
miles an hour faster than 
normal.

chairman Aid. Mike Young 
denied this week that the 
manoeuvre is aimed at cir¬ 
cumventing the provincial 
government, thus avoiding the 
possibility the cabinet might 
squash the whole scheme.

Cruiser ‘stops' ear

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Hospital renege feared

Residents of Saanich 
peninsula want an acute care 
hospital. 

It was promised litem, and 
they’re getting impatient — 
with delays, rumors, red tape 
and contradictory statements. 

Friday night at Sanscha 
Hall more than 600 of them 
held a meeting to try to get 
some facts. 

Their MLA, Hugh Curtis, 
told them the hospital will be 
built. 

The representative of the 
hospital society, Claude 
Butler, told them it ought to be 
built. 

But the chairman of the 
regional hospital board, Art 
Young, told them it won’t 
' necessarily be built. 

The only thing tangible to 
emerge from the meeting 
were the bumper stickers 
passed around: “Saanich 
Peninsula Hospital was 
promised — No government 
welching. Build it now.” 

The meeting was called by a 
“committee of citizens" 
seeking clarification of 
rumors that the hospital board 
intends to renege on its 
promise of a 75-bed acute care 
hospital, on Mount Newton 
Crossroad in Central Saanich, 
to replace Rest Haven

Hospital which is to be phased 
out. 

“The hospital should be 
built, must be built, will be 
built.’’ Curtis said. “It was 
promised and recognized as 
being promised.’’ 

The MLA later said he 
would raise the matter in the 
legislature if it becomes clear 
the board does not intend to 
build the hospital. 

During a question period, 
Fsquimalt Mayor Art Young, 


chairman of the regional 
hospital board, was asked if 
he was prepared to let the' 
feeling of the meeting be 
known to the provincial 
government. 

He replied he would not 
approach the government 
until he had received a 
decision from the hospital 
advisory board. 

He sat down to a chorus of 
booing. 

Young said the capital 


region has $22'/i million to be 
used for hospital expenditures 
“over the next several years” 
and the hospital advisory 
committee must find the best 
way to spend the money. 

The advisory committee is 
still “sorting out what route to 
take,” he said, adding the 
committee's recom¬ 
mendations are not binding on 
the regional board. 

Young said there have 
been no promises to the people 


living between Colwood and 
Fort Renfrew, yet they are 
equally justified in asking for 
hospital facilities. 

Many people pointed out the 
difficulty and time involved in 
taking emergency cases to 
Victoria. 

Young’s comment that it 
takes only "18 minutes” to 
drive from Swartz Bay to 
Victoria met with loud 
disapproval. He was

When she returned to the 
room she found a 12-inch 
bread knife lying on the floor, 
police said. 


B.C. buys 
school 

St. Ann’s Academy, a 
private Catholic school which 
closed last year, has been 
purchased by the provincial 
government for $1.2 million. 

The four-acre parcel of land 
includes two buildings which 
will 6e used for government 
offices, according to Public 
Works Minister Bill Hartley. 

He said it has not been 
decided which departments 
will use the property. 


Other than shock, her only 
injury was a scratch to the 
right side of her throat.

Movie makers 
escape flames 


Students making a movie 
had to flee from their 
classroom set Saturday when 
fire broke out. 

By the time firemen 
arrived, the portable 
dfeissroom at Belmont-Fisher 
ffthior High School in Colwood 
was engulfed in flames and 
fire had spread to another 
portable 20 feet away. 

Langford Fire Chief Allan 
LeQuesne said 17 men were at 
the scene for two hours before 
the fire was extinguished. 

Damage was estimated at 
$40,000 and included several 
thousand dollars worth of 
video tape equipment used in 
making the film. 

LeQuesne said the fire, 
started in the floor behind a 
partition in the vicinity of an 
electric heater. He said 
leaking gas from a motorcycle 


which the students had 
brought into the room may 
have caused the fire. 

Eight students making a 
Rung Fu-style movie had just 
finished a scene and were 
about to do another when the 
fire was spotted. 

They tried io stamp it out 
with their feet, then tried to 
extinguish the flames with 
some tumbling mats. 

When the mats caught fire, 
the students dragged them 
outside and in doing so ignited 
the wall-to^wall carpet. 

One student went to get a 
fire extinguisher only to 
discover it had been stolen. 

Another grabbed a bucket of 
water, which was being used 
for the actors’ make-up, and 
threw it on the mats, but 'oam 
chip filling inside the mats 
exploded in flame, the chief 
said.

Tom Sampson, manager of 
Tsartlip Indian Band, spoke 
on behalf of the peninsula 
Indians. 

Sampson warned Die people 
not to “come together” only 
when a “crisis arises.” 

“If the regional board is not 
going to do its job in its 
responsibility to the people of 
the peninsula, I'd suggest you 
take a real good look at it next 
election.” 


Fourteen families with 20 
children and umpteen pets are 
being evicted—and are 
discovering there’s nothing 
they can do about it. 

They have received eviction 
notices from suites they have 
occupied from five months to 
a year at Princess Louise 
Apartments on Esquimau 
Road. 

“We have asked for a 
reprieve,” said a spokesman 
for the group. “We want to be 
allowed to stay at least until 
the children get out of school 
at the end of June.” 

Apartment manager Mrs. S. 
W. Strykowski said only six 30- 
day notices have been issued, 
and they had gone to people 
who have children “running 
wild” in the halls. 

She later agreed one of the 
six notices had gone to the 
owners of a large German 
Shepherd dog which is not 
kept leashed. 

At a protest meeting Friday 
night 10 families were 
represented—two of them 
being the owners of pets—and 
they said they knew of four 
other families being evicted. 

The families are banding 
together to oppose the evic¬ 
tions. hoping to get some 
action through the Human 
Rights Commission on the 
basis that they are being 
discriminated against. 

“It appears that if your 
color or your face doesn’t fit, 
you can be told to leave,” said 
one of the evicted tenants, 
Ellen Sweeney. Two people 
being evicted are colored. 

“My dog will be going to my 
son's place in a few days, but 
that doesn’t seem to help me. 
Yet there are other tenants 
with children or with dogs who 
are being allowed to stay.’’ 

Dispute ends 
in stabbing 

A domestic dispute came to 
an abrupt end Saturday af¬ 
ternoon when a man grabbed 
a nine-inch carving knife and 
stabbed a woman in the thigh. 

Saanich police said they 
were called to a home on 
Lurline at 2 p.m. and found a 
45-year-old woman bleeding 
from the thigh. 

A man, whose name is also 
being withheld, is in custody 
and is scheduled to appear in 
Victoria provincial court this 
week charged with assault 
causing bodily harm.

“We even kept the children 
out of school to gain this 
crossing light,” said one 
woman. “Now we have gained 
this, and our children feel they 
are settled, we are going to 
have to move. 

“One of the children in¬ 
volved was having difficulty 
in school, and a further move 
will be enough to set him back 
and make him lose his grade. 

“It all seems wrong and 
unfair. There has to be 
something we can do to at 
least allow the children to 
finish out the school year.” 


Boozers: 
No time 


or room 


A 60-year-old man lay for a week in his bed in a down¬ 
town Victoria hotel room, unheeded and unattended, 
except for the odd “friend” who brought him a little 
booze. 

In the end it was the hotel manager who called a social 
worker * 

The old man was found lying in his own excrement, and 
was taken back to hospital. 

He liad been dischaiged only one week earlier, allltougli 
there were apparently no arrangements made for his 
care. 


“It happens to alcoholics all the time,” says John Hope, 
of Victoria Halfway House Society. “The hospitals have 
no room for alcoholics. They don’t want to admit them.” 

“You can get treatment for diabetes, but not for DTs in 
this town," said another worker. 

The old man had physical ailments — an ulcer and heart 
trouble — which gained him admittance to hospital. 

“But he does this all the time,” says Hope. “He goes into 
hospital, gets discharged, and goes straight back to 
drinking again. There is just no place to put him where he 
can be cared for physically.” 


A former hospital nurse, who worked in the emercencv 
department of one Victoria hospital, said: 

“It's nothing to see a taxi or police car arrive with a 
drunk who needs emergency care. 

“He’s stitched up, and then put back into the taxi which 
takes him back to his hotel room, or the park, or to 
Johnson Street. 

“Society gets distressed when horses are abandoned to 
starve, but no one seems to care when some alcoholic is 
left to fend for himself or die as the case might be.” 

Halfway House Society workers estimate there are about 
55 alcoholics in Victoria with no one to care for them, or to 
ensure they ever get a clean bed or a good meal. 


There is a detoxication centre in Vancouver, and a bed 
unit is promised for Victoria in June. 

Meanwhile there are just two beds at the Salvation Army 
Harbor Lights in Victoria, which are used for 
detoxication, although the Salvation Army and the 
Halfway House Society provide some residential facilities 
for those who have a chance of recovery. 

“What is needed,” says Hope, “Is a place for these 
people — the revolving door type of alcoholic — some 
place where they can be cared for, persuaded away at 
least from the Black Magic (vanilla) and kept in the best 
possible physical condition." 


He said efforts were made last year to buy a house on 
Dallas Road for this purpose, but it had been impossible to 
raise the $20,000. 

"It seems people are willing to pay for punishment for 
these people — jail costs are higher than this type of thing 
— but they won’t pay less to give good care. ” 

Victoria Halfway House was opened four years ago to 
provide a refuge for alcoholics who were not getting help 
elsewhere in Victoria. 


Since then, says Hope, the number of people needing 
accommodation and counselling has increased and the 
number of places to house them lias decreased. 

Eleven men can be cared for in the house at 138 Dallas, 
and the place is always full 

Last year 73 people went through the house, and 11 of 
them are making a sober life in society today 
At present there are 10 men in the house, five of them 
working, two still recovering physically from alcohol, and 
three are looking for work. 

"They are all sober," says Hope. 


But this is not enough, he says. 

Society in general and hospitals and doctors in particular 
should take more responsibility for them, he says. 

Doctors should be prepared to treat alcoholics for this 
basic disease as well as for other physical diseases. 

Doctors, he says, tend to take the attitude that alcoholics 
suffer from self-inflicted wounds, and that they can only 
heal themselves. 

“This is not strictly true. There is help to be given, if only 
in referring them to a counselling service, or in letting us ■ 
know about people. 


“We also need doctors who will come out to attend an 
alcoholic. To my knowledge there is only one doctor in this 
city who will come out on a moment’s notice whenever we 
call him to the house.” 

And hospitals, he says, should be ready to admit an 
alcoholic for detoxication, and see that he has a place to 
go to when he is discharged. 

Policy at the moment is to admit an alcoholic “when 
beds are available.” 

That, says Hope, leaves a good deal of discretion to the 
hospital, so that alcoholics are actually admitted only 
infrequently.

Flu keeps pupils away 


Flu — or at any rate a fluey 
cold — has pushed up the 
absenteeism rate by 10 per 
cent in at least four Greater 
Victoria schools, according to 
public health officials. 

Children affected by the 
widespread infection tend to 
stay away from school for 
three to five days with symp¬ 
toms such as cough, fever, 


headache and aches and pains 
generally. 

Provincial epidemiologist 
Dr. Anthony Larsen said it is 
still too early to say whether it 
was “real influenza” or just a 
highly contagious "upper 
respiratory infection.” 

The "flu’’ has been 
monitored at Tolmie, 
Sangster and St. Andrew's 
elementary and Arbutus 


junior secondary schools, said 
Larsen, and the usual ab¬ 
senteeism rate of live per cent 
has increased to 15 per cent 
over the past week 
A check with three of Vic¬ 
toria's largest companies, 
however, failed to reveal any 
substantial increase in ab¬ 
senteeism or evidence of flu 
among adult employees 
Continued concern about a 


further outbreak of diphtheria 
in Greater victoria was voiced 
by Larsen who reminded all 
mothers of infants to ensure 
their children received the 
necessary immunization from 
well-baby clinics. 

I^arsen said there was still 
about 15 per cent of Greater 
Victoria parents who failed to| 
get their children immunized

TO RATIFY PACT 

PHILADELPHIA — Lawyers for the National Hockey 
league and the rival World Hockey Association have been given 
until Wednesday to iron out their litigation by an out-of-court 
settlement. 

Judge Leon Higginbotham granted the one-week extension 
after meeting lawyers for what was scheduled as a pre-trial 
conference. March 28 has been set as the date for hearing anti¬ 
trust lawsuits of ISO million brought against the NHL by the 
WHA, if no prior agreement is reached. 

I,ast month, the WHA agreed to drop the litigation if the 
NHL agreed to pay the 11.9-million legal expenses the new 
league had incurred up to that time in its court battle. 

Trustees of the WHA ratified a proposed agreement drawn 
up by lawyers of both leagues, but after two days of meetings in 
Chicago last week, NHL governors failed to arrive at the 
unanimous consent required to ratify the pact. 

Among the 16 NHL clubs there was one dissenting voice — 
believed to be that of Chicago Black Hawks.

Vancouver Canucks have 
managed a good start in 
response to a new challenge. 

Previously about as en¬ 
tertaining off the ice as any 
club in tiie National Hockey 
league, the Canucks are now 
going to have to fascinate 
their fans by what they do on 
the ice.

Gary Smith, who was given 
an Arizona holiday after he 
criticized the club operation 
and refused to accompany the 
club on a road trip last month, 
is back and working out. But 


Dyck is currently rated No. 1 
in goal. 

Canucks started their so-far 
modest surge on Jan. 27 in 
Buffalo, where they nipped 
the Sabres, 3-2. Then they 
followed up with a 7-3 rout of 
Detroit Red Wings to make it 
two successive road victories 
— a feat almost un¬ 
precedented by a club which 
seldom performs well away 
from Pacific Coliseum. 

However, the Canucks have 
a long road back. They started 
the week seven points behind 
the Islanders, who had a game 
in hand, and 13 points out of 
sixth place, where they were 
when last season ended.

CHRISTCHURCH, N.Z.-A 
capacity crowd joined in all 
the traditional pomp and 
ceremony Sunday as Queen 
Elizabeth officially closed the 
10th Commonwealth Games. 

For the athletes from 27 
nations, it was a chance to 
unwind after 10 tense days of 
stiff competition ended 
Saturday. 

With the ending came 
Canada’s best day of the 
Games in track and field. 

Glenda Reiser, an 18-year- 
old University of Ottawa 
student, left rivals struggling 
far behind when she won the 
women’s 1,500-metre gold 
medal. 

Thelma Wright of Van¬ 
couver picked up the bronze 
medal in that race and as well, 
Louise Hanna and Brigette 
Bittner took silver and bronze 
medals in the high jump; the 
women’s 4x400 relay team 
collected a bronze medal and 
Bruce Pirnie was third in the 
shot put. 

In total medals, Canada 
finished third with 64, behind 
Australia with 83 and England 
with 78. New Zealand had 36 
medals. 

But what was significant for 
Canada was that Miss 
Reiser’s win left the country 
with 25 gold medals, only 
thtee behind England and four 
less than the Aussies. 

The 25 gold medals were 
seven more than Canada won 
at the 1970 Games in Edin¬ 
burgh. But there were no 
shooting events at Edinburgh 
and shooting accounted for 
four Canadian golds this time. 

There was considerable 
improvement, however, for 
Canada in wrestling and in 
swimming. 

While Canadian swimmers 
just failed to out-medal 
Australia in the pool, they did 
prove that in terms of world- 
class times they are vastly 
improved over the team which 
swam for the country in 
Edinburgh. 

“There’s just no com¬ 
parison with the 1970 Games,” 
said Canadian swim coach 
Dereyk Snelling. “Our times 
here were much more im¬ 
pressive, particularly in the 
girls' events.” 

In all, it was a fine 10 days at 
the Games for Canada. In 
fact, the only area without 
improvement was in men’s 
track and field events—two 
gold medals in Edinburgh, 
none this time around. 

Canada'a women made up 
for it by winning all four track 
and field golds and that was 
one better than the whole 
Canadian track team did in 
1970. 

Miss Reiser slashed three 
seconds off the Games record 
she set two days before in the 
heats with her time of four 
minutes, 7.8 seconds in the 


nine survivors of the Boeing

the crash , . . the North 
American Soccer League, 
which already includes 
Canadian entries from 
Toronto and Vancouver, 
raised to 15 the number of 
teams with the approval of a 
Denver franchise . George 
Woods, the 300-pound Olympic 
athlete from Illinois, broke the 
world indoor shotput record 
for the second time within a 
week with a toss of 70 feet, 4‘/ 2 
inches in San Francisco . . . 


1,500-metre final but she 
wasn't pushed at all by 
second-place Joan Allison of 
England. 

The men'a final was more of 
a thriller when Filbert Bayi of 
Tanzania set a blistering pace 
and held on to beat New 
Zealander John Walker and 
break Jim Ryun’s world 
record with a time of 3:32.2. 
Ben Jipcho of Kenya, trying 
for his third gold medal after 
winning the 5,000 metres and 
the steeplechase, was third. 

There was a big upset in the 


mens 4xl00-metre relay 
where the highly-rated 
Jamaicans were plagued by 
poor baton - changing and 
finished out of the medals. 
Australia pulled off a major 
surprise by taking the gold, 
Ghana was second and 
Nigeria was third. 

The Aussie women, an¬ 
chored by speedy Raeiene 
Boyle, easily won the women’s 
4x100 relay. It was the third 
gold medal for the tall Miss 
Boyle, who took the 100 and 
200-metre sprint double. 


Walker's run 
remembered 


Victoria track and field fans 
will remember New 
Zealander John Walker. 

He’s the hometown hero 
who pushed the incredible 
Filbert Bayi to a world 1,500- 
metre record when Com¬ 
monwealth Games com¬ 
petition ended in Christchurch 
Saturday. 

And it was Walker who 
surprised both officials and 
fans at last summer’s Pacific 
International Meet at Cen¬ 
tennial Stadium. 

New Zealand’s national 
half-mile champion, Walker 
wasn’t considered much of a 
threat over the mile and of 
ficials put him in the so-called 
"slow heat" at Centennial 
Stadium while his coun¬ 
tryman Rod Dixon headed a 
glamor field for what was to 
be the “fast heat.” 

Walker was furious. He 
stormed out from the gun and, 
although not pushed at all, led 
all the way to crack the four-' 
minute-mile barrier for the 
first time ever in Victoria. 

Dixon also broke four 
minutes in winning the second 
mile heat — but Walker had 
made his point. He was good 
enough for the mile, in any 
company. 


And Walker brought that 
point home again In Christ¬ 
church when he charged past 
Dixon and favored Ben Jipcho 
of Kenya in the last 200 metres 
and just failed by a couple of 
strides to catch Bayi and take 
the gold medal. 

It was a most fantastic race, 
with Bayi, a 21-year-old 
aircraft technician from 
Tanzania, bringing a whole 
new style to the metric mile. 

The slender runner streaked 
out from the gun, sprinted the 
whole way and — although he 
has been known to fade 
before, he didn’t this time- 
held on for victory. 

Bayi’s time was three 
minutes, 32.2 seconds, almost 
a full second faster than the 
previous world record of 
3:33.1, held by American Jim 
Ryun. 

And for the strong-running 
Walker, who had to be content 
with the silver medal, there 
was consolation. He went 
home with the knowledge he 
had just run the second fastest 
metric mile ever. His time of 
3:32.5 was also inside Ryun's 
world record. 

There couldn't have been a 
more classic finish to the 
Games. 


Max Grace of Vancouver 
was ninth and Tom Morris of 
Victoria was nth in the 
gruelling 183-kilometre (114- 
mile) long distance cycle road 
race. It was won by Clyde 
Sefton of Australia in five 
hours, seven minutes and 
16.87 seconds. 

For the second day in a row, 
a capacity ciowJ walclied llie 
popular display by gymnasts 
from several Commonwealth 
countries. 

Included on the program 
was a fine performance by 
young Philip Delesalle of 
Victoria as coach Janos Herb, 
also of Victoria, put the 
Canadian team through its 
paces 

Gymnastics will be included 
on the Games program of 
events for the first time at 
Montreal in 1976.

Mowat rides again 


in snowy trilogy 



By Express Book Editor 

It's a very satisfying cx 
perience to relax in a warm — 
albeit aqueous — Victoria 
winter and delight in raunchy 
tales of frozen feet, frost¬ 
bitten fingers and misery and 
starvation among the snows 
and icefloes of the chill north. 
Who better to spin such tales 
than Canada's man of many 
letters. Farley Mowat. Over 
the past two decades, the 
pudgy and outspoken Mowat 
has proved himself a master 
of many persuasions — an¬ 
thropology (Never Cry Wolf), 
sociology (People of the 
Deer), critic of social mores 
(A Whale for the Killing), 
historical research (West¬ 
viking) and raconteur (The 
Dog Who Wouldn’t Be). 
Whatever he has done, he has 
done well. Opinionated to be 
sure — but logical. Unlike that 
other Great Canadian Writing 
Machine. Pierre Berton, 
Mowat is not scared to hold to 
an opinion, unpopular though 
it be — nor does he recycle 
every word and thought 
through immeasurable 
transmutations. 

Once Mowat has written it, 
that's it. 

Until the publisher re-issues 
the original work. 

Which brings us to the case in 
point. McClelland and Stewart 
has just brought back his 
northern trilogy Ordeal By 
Ice. The Polar Passion and 
Tundra. Each retails for 
$12.95 in hardcover, much 
cheaper in paperback. 

While each zeroes in on a 
certain facet of life and ex¬ 
ploration in the High Arctic, 
?ach book is a completely self- 
contained unit and able to 
stal'd on its own. 

For oersonal preference I'll 
take Polar Passion, the

Among these explorers were

And Mowat. with sparse 
comment, allows Peary to 
hang himself by his own ac¬ 
tions. 


He also thought nothing of 
physically and mentally 
destroying the credibility of 
his chief rival, Cook. 

A matter which was fairly 
simple for him because of the 
extent of his contacts 
throughout government and 
big industry, to whom he was 
a golden-haired boy. 


It'sa story as ruthless as any 
throff^slitting sags of U.S. 
business in the same era, the 
early days of this century.

Government spokesmen 
expressed surprise and 
irritation at the tax, and 
pointed out that the govern¬ 
ment had increased property- 
tax to the city when it 
removed the special con¬ 
cessions to industry.

Judge F. S. Green of Victoria 
provincial court, in effect 
sitting as an appeal court on 
himself, decided last week to 
reduce a sentence for a 
narcotics handler but stressed 
drug dealers must realize 
their crimes will result in iail. 

Last Sept. 12, Pedder Bay 
area resident Hugh Randolph 
Pritchard. 27, admitted 
possession July 27 in Victoria 
of about 35 grams of hashish 
for the purpose of trafficking. 
Green sentenced Pritchard to 
two years less a day. 

Immediately after sen¬ 
tencing, Pritchard said a key 
statement in th^ case was not 
true. He had told two un¬ 
dercover RCMP constables he 
had a half-pound of hashish 
but, after sentence, he 
claimed he was only boasting 
so he could impress them. 

The B.C. Appeal Court, after 
listening to arguments by 
defence lawyer David Lisson, 
ordered a reconsideration of 
sentence. 

The case was returned to 
Green, who heard testimony 
by Pritchard and Constables 
William Biden and Patrick 
Convey on the “boast.’’ 

The judge said it was “ex¬ 
tremely difficult to believe” 


Pritchard, but noted the 
former drug user had 
upgraded his education and- 
"changed his outlook" in 
other positive ways while in 
jail for five months. 

Green set a sentence of 12 
months starting last Sept. 12 
and emphasized the main 
factor in punishment for drug 
dealers must be deterrence 
for others, a principle that 
“must mean prison unless the 
circumstances are ex¬ 
ceptional.” 


In another court, Gerald 
Ralph Dent, 27, of 6837 Sooke, 
was committed by Judge 
Edmond Jorre de St. Jorre to 
stand trial in a higher court on 
a Sooke RCMP charge of 
attempted murder. 

The charge was laid Nov 20 
after Jean French, 23, 
received knife wounds 
during a “hostage” incident 
at her Sooke home. Police said 
Miss French was a former girl 
friend of Dent. 

He has been released on bail 


pending a trial before judge 
and jury this spring. 


A 24-year-old man caught 
stealing a sweater from 
Sasquatch Trading Ltd., 1233 
Government, Friday night 
was fined $75 when he ap 
peared in court Saturday and 
pleaded guilty to theft under 
$200. Judge Harold Alder 
ordered Kenneth William 
MacKenzieof no fixed address 
to pay the fine forthwith or 
spend 10 days in jail.

an ‘“enemy’’ made up of the 
Canadian auxiliary vessels St. 
Anthony and Clifton, the 
submarine HMCS Rainbow, 
backed up by aircraft from 414 
squadron in North Bay, Ont. 
and the VU 33 squadron at 
Patricia Bay. 

The two aging destroyers 
waited alongside the fuelling 
jetty at Col wood this week 
while their senior officers 
attended briefings on the 
exercise, which has been 
organized by the maritime 
warfare school in Halifax, 
N.S. 

Left in charge of Ozboum, 
which first slipped down the 
ways March 3. 1946, were 
gunnery officer Lieut. 
Richard Campbell and main 
propulsions officer Lieut. 
Harry Church. 

Although each has less than 
three years active duty under 
their belt, Campbell’s 
assortment of service and 
campaign ribbons could make 
many a Canadian commander 
or captain look nude by 
comparison. 

He and Church said all of 
the Ozboum’s 12 officers and 
about 30 per cent of her ship's 
company were in her when 
she served in Vietnam from 
April to November in 1972. 

They came under enemy 
fire for the first time May 7 of 
that year in the mined North 
Vietnam harbor of Haiphong. 

One of their main jobs was 
to stop suppliesTsetting 
through. This was in¬ 
terspersed with stints of shore 
shelling, patrol duty and 
“plane guarding” — which 
meant steaming in the rear of 
aircraft carriers as watch¬ 
dogs over the carrier’s 
planes and pilots. 

Church said the U.S.’s 
energy crisis had not curtailed 
supplies of fuel to Ozbourn and 
Rodgers, whose main function 
. now is the training of reser¬ 


vists. Only restrictions are the 
cutting down of cruising 
speeds, paring down of heat 
and light requirements, as 
well as the switching off of 
electronic gear, formerly kept 
on a standby basis. 

The situation in Ozbourn’s 
home port, however, is not so 
rosy 

‘“It's getting a bit better 
than it was a month ago,” 
Church said, “when we had to 
wait in line three hours to get 
gas. Now it’s only 30 
minutes.” 

As befits visiting officers, 
both men were reluctant to 
express too strong an opinion 
of our armed forces' switch to 
over-all green uniforms and 
the defence department's 
adamant stand against 
allowing women to serve 
aboard naval vessels, even 
though the Canadian coast 
guard college now has women 
cadets destined to serve as 
deck and engineer officers 
aboard coast guard ships. 

Campbell admitted, 
however, the men in his 
division found Canadian ranks 
and the one style and color of 
uniform “‘very confusing.” 

Both he and Church had 
nothing but praise for the 
women who are handling deck 
duties and other assignments 
aboard the hospital ship USS 
Sanctuary. 

Campbell said men of his 
generation welcomed the 
opportunity of relieving 
stretches of sea duty “by 
being able to talk with 
women.” Only the old salts, it 
appeared, resented the in¬ 
vasion into male territory. 

Church said one woman 
service engineer, who had 
acted as the ship's superin¬ 
tendent in Los Angeles, had 
proved more than able to do 
the job. 

“The only thing was we had 
to tone down the language,” 
he admitted.

Meanwhile, Standard Oil of 
British Columbia has laun¬ 
ched an advertising campaign 
to answer charges by Premier 
Barrett that the company paid 
no income taxes from 1965 to 
1971. 

In large newspaper ad¬ 
vertisements, company 
president George B. McLean 
says that between those years 
Standard invested $140 million 
in resource development in 
Canada. 

He says the federal 
government agreed to give the 
oil companies tax relief to 
encourage their investment in 
Canada’s future. The more a 
company invests in drilling 
and exploration to secure new 
sources of fuel for Canadian 
homes, industry and tran¬ 
sportation. the less income tax 
it pays during the year. 

McLean says Barrett’s use 
of the word “scandal” in 
commenting on the com¬ 
pany's record is unwarranted 
and unfair to Standard Oil 
employees. 

And in Washington, U.S. 
Energy Chief William Simon 
told Canada's Energy 
Minister Donald Macdonald at 
the close of high-level talks 
that he supported-up to a 
point-Canada’s higher export 
tax on crude oil. 

Simon also disclosed there 
was sharp disagreement 
between his position and that 
of the U.S. state department 
which has called the tax un¬ 
justified.

Only beer's cheap 
in modern Germany 


Second in Series 

by Express Reporter 

The cheapest beverage in 
Germany is beer, the most 
expensive is coffee. 

As one lawyer told me in 
Munich “The price of beer 
and booze is kept deliberately 
low by the government 
through favorable taxation 
Prjce alcohol out of reach 
and the Germans will stage a 
revolution.” 

It may not really be as 
drastic as that but alcohol 
does permeate every aspect of 
German life. 

The price of beer in most 
German pubs is about 25 cents 
a glass. Coffee is 55 cents a 
cup. 

The pubs are crowded at 
any time of day or night and 
the amount of alcohol con¬ 
sumed would place many 
people on the list of alcoholics 
here in Canada 

If alcohol is cheap, the cost 
of living has become 
prohibitive Re.its, for in¬ 
stance. are usurious. A 
modern two-bedroom apart¬ 
ment will rent upwards from 
$300 a month and that doesn't 
include hydro, water and 
heat 

To be sure, the prices 
quoted aren't exactly based on 
the currency exchange bet¬ 
ween the dollar and the 
Deutsche Mark. They take 
into consideration what the 
average worker earns in 
Germany and in Canada. 

Most people can’t afford to 
live in modern apartments. 
They make do with suites in 


the endless rows of old. five- 
story tenements. 

Many of these old apart¬ 
ments have no bathrooms. 
One toilet between two flights 
of stairs is shared by up to 
four families. 

Many Germans are now- 
asking why. when these 
apartments were rebuilt, 
after the war, they weren't 
outfitted with proper sanitary 
facilities. The answer is that it 
would have been too ex¬ 
pensive. 

When Germany faced the 
task ot rebuilding about 80 per 
cent of its houses destroyed in 
the war. there was no room for 
expensive extras. 

Children suffer from a 
shortage of playgrounds and 
parks. Modern apartments do 
have some green area but 
children aren't allowed to ploy 
on it. 

It's not uncommon to see 
barbed wire strung on top of 
an attractive fence around an 
apartment building to keep 
children off the lawn. 

Whatever you do in Ger¬ 
many costs you money. 

Canadian zoos have no 
admission fee but if you want 
to visit a German zoo you pay 
about one dollar. For a family 
ot four that is a costly 
proposition 

In restaurants you have to 
pay a dime to use the toilet 
and another dime or 15 cents 
to wash your hands. 

As a result, there are traces 
ot people urinating at just 
about every street corner. 


even the beautiful attractive 
pedestrian malls that can now 
be found in almost every 
German city. 

The Germans’ political 
awareness still leaves much to 
be desired. They will tell you 
they don’t like Chancellor 
Willy Brandt but they can’t 
tell you why. The flow of in¬ 
formation through the media 
is a mixture of information 
heavily laced with opinion. 

There is no sharp distinction 
between editorial opinion and 
news in German newspapers. 
Readers are constantly 
reading the opinions of writers 
mixed in with the news. 

On the other hand, it would 
be wrong to say Germans 
follow their leaders 
unquestioningly There are 
today political pressure 
groups, citizens committees 
that will fight governments of 
every level on some principle 
or other. 

In Duesseldorf. a city of 
about 800 . 000 . the facade of an 
old building was saved from 
being torn down last year 
after hundreds of people 
picketed the place for several 
days preventing the 
bulldozers from moving in. 

Similar actions took place in 
other cities to save a row of 
trees or a small park from 
falling prey to developers. 

And there are other things 
which balance the un¬ 
favorable impressions one 
gets in Germany 1974. The 
next article will deal with 
these. 


NICE TO SEE YOU AGAIN. RONNIE ' 


Great Train Robber nabbed 


RIO DE JANEIRO - “Nice 
to see you again. Ronnie. It’s 
been a long time.” 

With these words, spoken by 
a Scotland Yard detective, one 
of the most elusive characters 
in annals of British crime, was 
finally run to the ground — 
again. 

He is Ronald Biggs, con¬ 
victed member of the team 
that pulled off the Great Train 
Robberv almost 11 years ago. 

“What are you doing here?” 
Biggs asked when two British 
detectives, acting qn a tip 
from a London newspaper, 
walked into his swanky Rio 
hotel room to close another 
chapter in an escapade that 
grabbed the public 
imagination in 1963 and has 
made newspaper headlines 
ever since. 

But the arrest of Biggs, last 
of the 15-member gang of 
robbers to remain at large, 
hasn’t answered all the 
questions that remain about 
the Great Train Robbery. 

Of the $7.26 million in used 
bank notes heisted from a 
train the night of Aug. 8, 1963, 


less than $1 million has been 
recovered. Whether Biggs 
can. or will, open the door to 
the rest of the loot remains to 
be seen. In any case, most of 
the stolen bank notes ceased 
to be legal tender last Sep¬ 
tember. 

Biggs has already been 
caught, sentenced and jailed 
for his part in the robbery. He 
w as serving a 30-year term in 
Wandsworth Prison with three 
other men when, in an 
operation second in drama 
only to the robbery itself, 
other gang members broke 
him out. Using a furniture van 
with a hydraulic lift, they rose 
above the prison walls during 
an exercise period, held the 
guards at bay with guns and 
lowered ladders into the 
compound. 

When Biggs went over the 
wall that day, he vanished 
until 1969 when Scotland Yard 
traced him to a home in 
Australia. But when detec¬ 
tives raided the house, they 
found only his wife and 
children. Biggs, having been 
tipped off, nipped out of 


Australia only hours before 
the police arrived. 

When he was nabbed on the 
weekend, Biggs was living 
with a 22-year-old girl on the 
ninth floor of a Rio hotel. 
Although no extradition treaty 
exists between Britain and 


Brazil. Biggs apparently 
indicated to the detectives 
that he wanted to return home 
“to see the green hills of 
England.” 

He was expected to be flown 
back to London this week. 

In Australia, Biggs’ wife 


told a newspaper she had 
heard of his arrest. 

“Oh, God, it’s like telling me 
he's dead,” she said. "No, it’s 
worse . . . He’ll never come 
out of jail alive. He just 
deteriorates before your eyes 
in prison.” 


Scalpel, clamps, towel, 
and now the staple gun 


NEW YORK-A trip to the 
operating table may not keep 
you in stitches in the future. 

Last year some 200,000 
North Americans were 
stapled. That brings to 700,000 
the number of people stapled 
during surgery instead of 
stitched. 

The staplers aren’t like the 
ones on an office desk or at 
home. And neither are the 
staples. But their purpose is 
the same-^to hold things 
togeti»er. 

Dr. Mark Ravitich, chief of 


surgery at the University of 
Pittsburgh medical school, is 
considered the most ex¬ 
perienced staple surgeon on 
the continent. 

“Surgical stapling reduces 
operation time by as much as 
50 per cent with the added 
benefit to the patient of faster 
healing and fewer post¬ 
operative complications,” he 
says. 

Ravitich said the “auto 
suture" contains tiny stainless 
steel staples. 

"The surgeon can place 


simultaneously the equivalent 
of 66 silk sutures with one 
application.” 

Surgeons who favor the 
stapler approach say the 
technique allows them to work 
faster, more precisely and 
with less handling of tissue— 
therefore less trauma to the 
patient. 

The payoff for the patient: 
Less time on the operating 
table, reduced blood loss, 
shorter time under anesthetic 
and less injury to blood 
vessels and organs.
